Dr. Truesdale had procured some of

Denisou is near the northern line of the 
State, about four miles from lied Riv- 
er, a place of about 1,000 inhabitants 
very prettily located, with residences o 
a decidedly northern appearance. Thi 
inhabitants are nearly all Northern 
people, but 
a small proportion oi 


Southerners there. 
It somehow con 


veys the idea of being an exotic son 
of a town, brought from Indiana, anc 
then planted in a country where the 
climate does not quite agree with it, 
and when it does not yet seem quite ai 
home. 
Unquestionably there are manj 


ways, manners and customs in this 
country that appear strange to new 
comers who have never been ia ths 
South. 
For instance, the manner an< 


style in which buildings are construct- 
ed. 
But, on further acquaintance, wi 


will very likely find a good reason for 
all these seeming oddities, and tha 
buildings are made so because experi- 
ence has |taught the people that it ii 
best adapted to the climate and their 
wants.

To return to our mutton. Nine 


miles south from Denison, on the Teiai 
Central, lies Sherman; the county sea 
of Grayson county, and the presen 
terminus of the Trans-Continental di 
vision of Tom Scott's famed Pacific 
road. 
Here is located Austin Pres- 


byterian Coilsgs. Sherman glories in 
an ^elevator, cotton press, 
fine caur 


house, several manufactories just be 
coming of importance, a horse railway 
being built, the finest hotel in North- 
ern Texas nearly completed, a number 
of business houses completed cr being 
built, equal to any of the kind in Illi- 
nois, and dwellings going up in every 
direction outside the business centre 
By dwellings, however, don't imagine 
such edifioas as with you. There are 
somo very good houses, but the major 
ity 
are what are known ;s "box 


house.1".'1 
A box house is generally ol 


one thickness of boards, standing per 
pendicularly for the side1;, with an or 
dinary shingle roof. Inside there is no 
plastering. 
The [walls are lined with 


light canvass, over that is laid wall 
paper. 
The appearance is just as gooc 


as if it really was plastered in northern 
style. 
Sometimes the ceilings are also 


canvass, but generally the ceiling is 
made of narrow boards, „ of an inch 
thick, 
matched together. A "Lona 


Star" mansion of this kind, say with 
four or five rooms, will cost about 
8500, and is considered good enough 
for anybody. Of course this describes 
the ordinary dwelling. 
There are some 


very nice houses here. 
People, gen- 


erally, however, find it pays bettor to 
use their means in business than to put 
it in fine residences 
At present, there 


are not enough business houses or 
dwellings either, consequently rents 
are very high. 
Sherman is tho centre 


of a large country trade. The public 
square is filled with'wagons loaded with 
cotton every day, aod there is cotton 
everywhere. Some wheat, corn and 
oat*, hides and buffalo pelts from the 
Mexican border. 
I forgot to mention 


that the probable population of Sher- 
man is about 8,000, I cannot Jearn 
really what it is, but judge it to be at 
least that number. But there ia a 
greater number of stores here, and 
more business done than in Decatur. 
And I think business is done here en 
a more solid foundation than in any 
other town in Northern Texas. There 
is mare capital here. Trade is stead- 
ier. 
More cotton Jcomea in here than 


at Dallas. 
The location is such, in the 


most fertile county in the State, that 
there always will be a good country 
trade. 
This sheet is now covered, and

lasting , and if the southern democrat 
can not get into power over the shoul- 
ders of the northern democrat, whom 
he despises, he has no further use for 
him. 
The recent expressions of demo- 


cratic opinion are sure omens of demo- 
cratic disintegration, and foreshadow 
quite plainly that the party, which thus 
iar has managed to live on the hope ol 
effioe, will not fail to die and disappear 
when that hope finally fails in the in- 
auguration of Rutherford B. Hayes.—

CHICAGO, Dee. 25.—Quite a ecinmo- 


tion has been created in political cir- 
cles here by the announcement that at 
leaat five of the members-elect of the

had returned themselves to the compil- 
er of a legislative manual, at Spring! 
field, as independents, and not a few ot 
the leading republicans hereabouts ex- 
pressed the belief that this action turn- 
ed the scale and made Logan's election 
a certainty ; £but developments to-day 
seem to indicate that such men were 
too sanguine. The fire members men- 
tioned will surely act with the demo- 
crats as a rale. With the single ex- 
ception of Mr. Jack they are all of 
democratic antecedents, and those who 
know Mr. Jack best, say he will never 
vote for Logrn. It also transpires that 
Logan will lose two republican votes 
from this city—those of senators elect 
F. A. Riddle, of the fourth district, 
who was pledged against Logan before 
his nomination, and of E. A. Sitting, 
of the sixth district, who claims that 
Logan opposed his election. Logan will 
also lose the rotes of Senators Haloes 
and Plumb. On the other band Logan 
claims to have three or four democrats 
pledged to him, bat this ia doubted. 


There is much interest manifested in 


the speakership of the house, but it is 
y«ry difficult to say who is ahead. Shaw 
of Alt. Carroll, is an old member and is 
very strong in Central and Southern Hi 
linois, but near his home he ia believed 
to be in too poor health to fill the po- 
sition. 
Morrison, of Jacksonville, is 


believed to be quite formidable herea- 
bouts, but he is said to have but little 
strength near his own home. Sherman, 
of Chicago, and Mitchell, of Blooming- 
ton, would neither of them be strong 
but for the fact that they are both no- 
table for their connection with the or- 
der of Odd Fellows.
